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Introduction 

 
 
Each year the legislature mandates a variety of reports to be done by state agencies or other 
governmental entities.  In 2002, the legislature mandated 59 reports.   
 
Since 1977, the House Research Department has annually prepared a list of reports mandated by 
the legislature for legislators to use as a reference tool. 
 
This edition consists of reports that were directed to be done for the first time by the 2002 
Legislature.  This list includes only reports that must be submitted to the legislature.  The reports 
are listed alphabetically by topic, and within each topic, by order of enactment. 
 
Each item on the list contains the statutory reference, report topic, name of the entity responsible 
for completing the report, and the due date.
